The iron bar used by the slayer is 
all that remains as a definite clew and 
police were unable to determine much 
after an examination of the _ bar.

Stanford University, Calif., Aug. 9 
(A.P.).—More changes in Herbert 
Hoover’s itinerary on the return trip 
to Washington were announced tenta- 
tively today with rear platform speeches 
scheduled at Albuquerque, N. Mex., 
Hutchinson and Topeka, Kans., and 
other places. 

The special train of the Republican 
presidential candidate will leave here 
one week from tonight for Santa Bar- 


bara, where a stop will be made early 
the next day so the nominee can at- 
tend a celebration Los Angeles will 
be the next stop with a reception at 
the civic: center and an address in 
which Hoover is expected to deal with 
mome of the problems of southern 
California. 

Whether the nominee will touch 
upon tne Boulder Canyon Dam develop- 
ment remains to be determined, but 
some vof his advisers said he probably 
would. This subject is one of those 
uppermost in the minds of people in 
southeri: California and is the main 
issue in the campaign now being con- 
ducted by Hiram Johnson for his re- 
election to the Senate. 

After the Los Angeles_ reception, 
Hoover will move og to Long Beach to 
attend the annual picnic there of for- 
mer lowans. The present plan is for 
him to board his train there and make 
only a rear platform appearance at 
Pasadena. 


Due in Kansas 20th. 


The nominee will reach Kansas City 
en the night of August 20, remaining 
there for perhaps an hour. Arriving at 
West Branch early on tne morning of 
August 21. he and Mrs. Hoover and 
their son, Allan, will have breakfast in 
the house in which Hoover was born. 
At 7 o'clock that night he wil: make 
his second set address of the cam- 
paign. 

With his slate cleared of engage-

“However, we already know enough 
of the campaign outlines and general 
conditions throughout the States to 
realize that we confront an alert, 
adroit and affluent force. This means 
we must prepare ourselves to fight at 
every step of the way.

A METEOR SHOWER. 


Bearing in mind that no one can predict the 
intensity of meteoric displays, the meteor 
shower scheduled for next Saturday night may 
be either a phenomenal display of celestial 
pyrotechnics or merely a very interesting ex- 
hibit of numerous shooting stars. In either 
ease it will be worth while to turn the eyes 
occasionally toward the northeast heavens, on 
the lookout for the shower of Perseid. There 
may be an unibrella-like display of a multi- 
tude of meteors as the strange wanderers that 
follow the course of the sun are crossed by 
the earth and are reduced by its atmosphere 
to flame and dust. 

It is always possible that from such a 
shower there may fall to the earth some such 
great meteor as that which fell in Russia some 
years ago, and which is now the object of an 
expedition seeking to recover its valuable 
minerals. Just recently Huron National Park 
has been opened in Michigan, which resembles 
more nearly the surface conditions of the 
moon than perhaps any other place upon the 
face of the earth. It has been suggested that 
at one time that region was bombarded and 
pitted by a meteor shower.

THE BYRD EXPEDITION, 

Aims truly scientific are set forth in 
statement by Commander Byrd of the purpose 
of his expedition to the Antarctic. No similar 
expedition to either of the polar regions has 
ever been so abundantly fitted out and so ade- 
quately provided with assurances for 
and success. 

If a comparison may. be instituted between 
the little known and the unknown, the Antare- 
tic region is like what has been pictured as 
the condition existing upon the planet Mais, 
at least in one that of high winds 
raging over the more or less level altitudes. 
In the case of Mars, if the Lowell theories 
Shall find support, that planet is no more given 
over wholly to ice than is the earth, but tts 
polar caps are subjected to hurricanes. Com- 
mander Byrd speaks of winds so high in -the 
region he proposes to penetrate that they 
would be strong enough to blow an airplane 
backward on its course. 

With the strongest water craft, with air- 
planes and with dog teams, the expedition 
hopes to do that which will weave about the 
head of the young explorer the laurel crown 
of double polar conquest. It is a marvelous 
field that he will enter. Although the latest 
ice age is supposed to be 20,000 years in the 
wake of time, the fact is that one-eighth of 
the globe is still encased in ice. Within and 
under the ice caps may be wonders passing the 
imagination of man; untold riches of minerals, 
vast fields of coal, seas of petroleum and mani- 
festations of nature that may throw light upon 
the mysteries of meteorology, astronomy and 
geology, as well as those of radio waves. 
Commander Byrd and his companions are wel] 
qualified to make studies and discoveries that 
may be of incalculable benefit to mankind. 
These, if made, would advance the prestige of 
America and inspire further attempts to wrest 
from nature the secrets locked in ancient ice 
at the poles. But even i@ the expedition should 
not make discoveries of practical value the 
effort itself is a noble example of man’s un- 
daunted determination to master all the riddles 
of the universe.

POPULATION PROSPECTS. 


A balanced system of national economics, 
with its aim to provide for a population of 
200,000,000, which is the prospect during the 
life period of the present generation, is some- 
thing to be arrived at primarily by the proper 
use of the natural resources of the country. 
The Nation can not plan beyond its oppor: 
tunities for production of goods, nor can it 
provide for future populations outside the 
range of known and probable conditions of 
living. Fortunately for the United States, it 
has developed its resources and built up its in- 
stitutions with the physical aids that a new 
country possesses, and without the back-drags 
of inherited fears and hates, which is the ex- 
perience of the countries of Europe. 

A university expert in “population dynam- 
ics’’ insists that the United States. will 
eventually reap the bitter fruits of the Mal- 
thusian doctrine, holding that the ratio of the 
growth of population to increase of subsist- 
ence is a mathematica] fact that no amount of 
effort on the part of man can set aside, 

As far back as the records of the race may 
be carried there is no evidence of a nation 
being starved out of existence. As yet the 
purely social aspects of the utilization of the 
land of this country have been subordinated 
to the economic. But now there is a decided 
tendency to take up life in suburbs and on the 
farm, not only because easy and quick trans- 
port is available, but because it is recognized 
that country life promotes health and vigor 
and gives the children greater mental and 
moral strength. Country life imparts to the 


individual and to the general quality of the 


population that which can not be gained except 
by vital relationship of the population to the 
soil. This distribution of population over rural 
areas meaus an enormous increase of food-

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RETAIL TRADE GROWING. 
AESEAVE BOARD SHOWS 


Richmond Among First Five 
Districts in Point of Sales 
Recorded in July. 


3.8 PER CENT INCREASE 


By ROBERT C. ALBRIGHT. 
Substantial improvement in retail 
trade conditions over July a year ago, 
with Richmond among the first five 
Federal Reserve districts in the coun- 
try in point of sales recorded, is shown 


by the Federal Reserve Board in a 
comparative statement issued yester- 
day for the month ended July 31. 

Of the twelve reserve districts, only 
Chicago, St. Louis, Minneapolis and 
San Francisco reported larger sales vol- 
ume than the district in which Wash- 
ington falls. An increase of 3.8 per 
cent over July last year was noted in 
this division, with 16 of the aggregate 
of 38 stores reporting gains. 

Sales of 478 department stores dis- 
tributed throughout the country were 
3 per cent larger than in July, 1927, 
and those of mail-order houses and of 
5-and-10-cent chain stores were larger 
by 22 per cent and 6 per cent, respec- 
tively. 

As compared with trade of depart- 
ment stores in June of this year, sales 
in July were seasonally smaller, but the 
declines here were less than usual. 
After adjustment for seasonal varia- 
tions trade in July was sustained at a 
higher level than in June. Department 
store sales were larger than in July of 
last year in all sections of the coun- 
try, with the exception of the Philadel- 
phia and Cleveland Federal Reserve 
Districts.

EW YORK, Aug. 9.—When Danny 

Dunn, manager of Johnny Risko, 

the Cleveland heavyweight, sat

another fight with Jack Sharkey, the 
Silenced sailor from Boston, he, in the 
Opinion of the scribes, did the Italian 
promoter the best turn conferred upon 
him since the latter started angling 
with pugilistic bait. 

For when Dunn said “no” he not 
Only spared the over-enthusiastic pro- 
moter the trouble of digging up the 
$50,000 that Sharkey’s board of man- 
agers demanded as a guarantee before 
signing the papers, but also many 
headaches and sleepless nights that 
must come to Fugazy had he made the 
match 

There is really no call for another 
Sharkey-Risko fight, or any other 
heavyweight fight, in fact, right now. 
These same young men fought at the 
Garden several months ago and Risko 
won by a margin that was wide enough 
to down any demand for a return 
bout. And, at the time, there was no- 


‘tyintd maimed in the rush for reserva- 
ons 


Risko’s manager objected to re- 
newal of the Risko-Sharkey feud 
for several reasons. In the first 
place, he opined that Sharkey was 
80 far beneath Risko’s pugilistic 
Status that there vouid be nou ad- 
vancement whatsoever for Johnny 
in the event that he duplicated his 
recent triumph. 


Moreover, Dunn figured that if Shar- 
key was worth $50,000, then Risko was 
entitled to at least twice that amount. 

To attract a gate of $150,000 right 
now, &@ promoter would have to prom- 
ise the proletariat that he would have 
the Battle of Bull Run reenacted with 
the original cast, a glove duel between 
Al Smith and Herb Hoover and possibly 
@ preliminar with Jack Dempsey and 
Gene Tunney in the leading roles.

“T’ll fight” (managers always do the 
fighting outside of the ring) “Roberto 
Roberti next week at Ebbets Field, 
Brooklyn, and one Bearcat Wright at 
Minneapolis on September 7; after that 
I lay off for a month. If Sharkey ..

fight. him later on for 100,000.” 


Fugazy’s efforts to tle up Shar- 
key to a two-year contract proved 
as futile as his attempt to make 
the match with Risko. Johnny 
Buckley, who now -does all the 
talking for the Boston sailor, let it 
be known that he will work his 
man from now on a one-contract 
basis. He doesn’t intend to tie 
up with anybody for even two 
fights, much less two years,

MSTERDAM, Aug. 9 
A Three Americans fought their way 

into the semifinals of the Olym- 
pic boxing competition today, while 
two more were eliminated John L. Da- 
ley, of Waltham, Mass., bantamweight; 
Harry Devine, of Worcester, Mass., fea- 
therweight, and Stephen Holaiko, of 
Buffalo, lightweight, won their quarter 
final bouts by decisions. Lieut. Harry 
Henderson, of the Navy, America’s mid- 
dleweight entry, was put out by the 
decision of the judges. 

Alex Kaletchitz, New York heavy- 
weight, who came to Amsterdam as 
a substitute and got into competition 
when Royal Elliott, of Alhambra, Calif., 
regular American heavy, came down 
with a cold, proved a complete disap- 
pointment. fn his first bout, after 
drawing a bye in the preliminaries, 
Kaletchitz lost to Sorsday, of Norway, 
by a technical knockout in the first 
round. 

Kaletchitz made a fine 
had the Norwegian groggy with his 
first few punches. Sorsday fought 
back gamely and smothered the Amer- 
ican with a flurry of hard rights and 
lefts to the head. Kaletchitz was 
knocked down three times before the 
referee halted the carnage with 
American helpless on the floor.

MSTERDAM STADIUM, Aug. 9.— 
Albert Zorrilla, of Argentina, 
emerged triumphant today in the 
400-meter swim, considered the blue- 
ribbon event of the Olympic water 
sports becjuse it demands of the victor 
both speed and endurance 
The graceful South Americ.n speed- 
ster, who lives in the United States 
and perfected his technique as a New 
York A. C. swimmer, succeeded as 
champion the American sprint King, 
Johnny Weissmuller, who defaulted his 
title in order to play water polo. The 
women’s 200-meter breast-stroke crown 
also went to a foreigner, but in three 
other final events the Yankee repre- 
sentatives came through in great style 
The American mermaids, Adelaide 
Lambert, New York: Albina Osipowitch, 
Worcester, Mass.; Eleanor Garrati, San 
Rafael, Calif., and Martha Norelius, 
New York. showing what may = be 
termed literally clean pairs of heels, 
captured the women's 400-meter relay 
championship 
George Kojac, New York; Walter 
Laufer, Chicago, and Paul Wyatt, 
Uniontown, Pa., finished one-two- 
three in the 100-meter backstroke 
final, and Helen Meany, Georgia 
Coleman, and Dorothy Poynton 
monopolized the first three places in 
the women’s springboard diving. 


In the two races in which they were 
defeated, though, the Americans were 
beaten badly. Clarence Crabbe Hono- 
lulu; Austin Clapp. Hollywood, Calif., 
and Ray Ruddy, New York, the three 
Yankee standard-bearers in the 400- 
meter classic, trailed in fourth fifth 
and last places, respeccively, and the 
United States also iailed to place In 
the women’s 200-meter breast stroke. 
It was won by Fraulein Schrader, of 
Germany. with Marie Baron, ot Hol- 
lend, second, and Gertrude Hoffman, 
Kingston, Pa., the only American whe 
qualified, finishing :ifth | 

In preliminary tests, the United 
States men’s 800-meter relay team 
qualified for the final with consum- 
mate ease and is favored to annex an- 
other championship. Walter Coloath, 
of Northwestern University; Mike Ga- 
litzen, Los Angeles, and Pete Desjar- 
dines, Mamoroneck, N. Y., the three 
Americans entered in the high diving, 
finished, respectively, first, second and 
third in their various qualifying series 
and this championship also appears to 
be within reach of the Yankees. 

America’s water polo team, however, 
wrote “finis’” across its Olympic career 
when it lost to France by 2 goals to l 
in a game in which France was play- 
ing six men against seven much of the 
time, Referee John Hodgson, of Great 
Britain, keeping the Frenchman, Tri- 
boullet, out of the water for 7 min- 
utes The best the American water 
polo players may expect now is fourth 
place, with fifth more probable.

HICAGO, Aug. 9.—Terry Druggan 

and Frankie Lake, who through 

a dummy syndicate bought a 
controlling interest in the Arlington 
Park race track a few days ago, engaged 
in a brawl in the Hawthorne paddock 
this morning in which pistols were 
drawn and which may ban the two men 
permanently from all race tracks in 
America. 

The fight took place shortly before 
9 o'clock, when Druggan and Lake, ac- 
companied by Jira McGee, in whose 
name some of the horsé¢s owned by 
them are said to run, appeared at the 
paddock to make entries for the follow- 
ing day's races, 

Druggan spied R, J. Jenkins, a vet- 
eran turfman from the Far West, who 
had put in a claim Wednesday for the 
horse, Morocco, which Druggan and 
Lake owned, but was running in the 
nas > of McGee. Without a word pass- 
ing between them Druggan_ walked 
across the paddock, hit Jenkins on the 
jaw and knocked him down. As Jenk- 
ins came up Druggan floored him 
again,

Arizona, who was

turfman, went to the 
and, according to reports, he swatted 
Druggan so hard and .so often that 
Druggan was almost out, In the mean- 
time Lake seeing Thomas Hunt, a for- 
mer jockey standing close to the melee, 
walked over and knocked him down.

After his fistic engagement with 
Druggan, Jockey Pendergrass, ac- 
cording to witnesses, who noticed a 
pistol waving in Druggan’s hand 
backed. his way around to where 
the lead weights, used by jockeys 
in races, were kept, He picked up 
a handful of them and began to 
shower Druggan with the heavy 
missiles, One grazed the latter's 
temple, several others narrowly 
missed his head and body. 


With his supply of lead weapons 
exhausted, Pendergrass, along with most 
of the spectators began a hasty re- 
trent Druggan, according to witnesses, 
was still waving his gun, 

Pendergrass dashed into the secre- 
tarv's office closely followed by the 
now thoroughly enraged Druggan. The 
latter grabbed the jockey by the throat 
and, according to witnesses, shouted: 
“lI ought to knock you off right now.” 
But he didn't. 

Lake had calmed down and he and 
his partner beat a hasty retreat to 
their automobile. Presiding Steward 
Joseph A. Murphy and Associate Stew- 
ards Sam Nuckols and Thomas C. 
Bradley began an investigation of the

New Buyers of Arling- 
ton Course Attack 
Jockey and Friend.

' HICAGO, Aug. 9.—Terry Druggaa 
( and Prankie Lake, who through 
@ dummy syndicate bought «a 
controlling interest in the on 
Park race track a few days ago, 
in a brawl in the Hawthorne po 
this morning in which pistols were 
drawn and which may ban the two men 
permanently from all race tracks in 
America. 

The fight took place shortly before 
8 o'clock, when Druggan and Lake, ac- 
companied by Jira MoeGee, in whone 
mame some of the horses owned 
them are said:to run, appeared at the 
paddock to make entries for the follow- 
ing day's races. 

Druggan spied R. J. Jenkins, a vet- 
eran turfman from the Far West, who 
had put in a claim Wednesday for the 
horse, Morocco, which Druggan and 
Lake owned, but was running in the 
naz > of McGee. Without a word pass- 
ing between them Druggan walked 
across the paddock, hit Jenkins on the 
jaw and knocked him down. As Jenk- 
ins came up Druggan floored him 
again. 

Jockey Arthur Pendergrass, from 
Arizona, who was talking to Jenkins 
when Druggan attacked the Western 
turfman, went to the latter's defense 
and, according to reports, he swatted 
Druggan so hard and so often that 
Druggan was almost out. In the mean- 
time Lake) seeing Thomas Hunt, a for- 
mer jockey standing close to the melee, 
walked over and knocked him down. 


After his fistic engagement with 
Druggan, Jockey Pendergrass, ac- 
cording to witnesses, who noticed a 
pistol! waving In Druggan’s hand 
backed his way around to where 
the lead weights, used by jockeys 
in races, were kept. He picked up 
a handful of them and began to 
shower Druggan with the heavy 
missiles. One grazed the latter's 
temple, several others narrowly 
missed his head and body. 


With his supply nly of lead weapons 
exhausted, Pendergrass, along with most 
of the spectators began a hasty re- 
treat. Druggan, according to witnesses, 
was still waving his gun. 

Pendergrass dashed into the secre- 
tary’s office closely followed by the 
now thoroughly enraged Druggan. The 
latter grabbed the jockey by the throat 
and, according to witnesses, shouted: 
“I ought to knock you off right now.” 
But he didn't. 

Lake had calmed down and he and 
his partner beat a hasty retreat to 
their automobile. Presiding Steward 
Joseph A. Murphy and Associate Stew- 
ards Sam Nuckols and Thomas C. 
Bradley began an investigation of the 
whole affair. 

A hearing is to be held in his office 
at the Hawthorne Track tomorrow, but 
there was wild speculation that the 
only action they can take is to rule of 
both Lake and Druggan, and possibly 
McGee, along with others involved in 
the case. Entries of the horses run- 
ning in the Sanola Farm Stable and 
McGee's name were ordered scratched 
today. A ruling against them in this 
case would bar them from all tracks in 
the country

Federal Employes May Make 
Party Contributions Out- 
side Their Offices. 


WEARING OF CAMPAIGN 
BUTTONS IS FORBIDDEN 


Views on Issues May Only Be 
Expressed by Workers 
in Private. 


Federal employes may make volun- 
tary contributions to the political cam- 
paign provided they are not made in 
Government buildings, but they must 
not wear campaign buttons on duty. A 
Civil Service Commission order issued 
yesterday, regulating in detail political 
conduct of Government workers, speci- 
fied these and other privileges and re- 
etrictions. 

Although since organization, the 
commission has regulated political ac- 
tivity of Federal employes and has con- 
tinued to warn them at various inter- 
vals, its instructions often have been 
erroneously interpreted and yesterday 
commission officials decided to set 
forth its rules in detail. 

With the approach of the presidential 
election, the commission is receiving 
numerous inquiries as to what consti- 
tutes prohibited political activity of 
Federai employes and what political ac- 
tion they may take without violation of 
the civil service rule. 


Views Must Be Private. 


in making the explanation yesterday, 
commission officials said Federal em- 
Ployes had the right to vote as they 
please, that being fundamental. They 
may express pr vately their views and 
opinions on all political subjects and 
may voluntarily make contributions to 
political campaigns outside of ‘“sovern- 
ment buildings, but they can not be re- 
quired to do so. They also are prohib- 
ited from receiving such contributions 
from other Federal employes. Superior 
officers also are prohibited from re- 
questing or requiring rendition of any 
political service or performance of po- 
litical work by subordinates. 

The civil service rule covering yes- 
terday’s order states: “‘No person in the 
executive civil service shall use his of- 
ficial authority or influ-nce for the 
purpose of interfering with an election 
or affecting the results thereof. Per- 
sons who by the provisions of these 
rules are in the competitive classified 
séivice, while retaining the right to vote 
as they please and to express privately 
their opinions on all political subjects, 
shall take no active part in political 
manageme- or political campaigns.” 


Some Forbidden Acti. ities. 


Some of the form. o* activity held 
to be forbidden by the rule are: Serv- 
ice on or for any political committee 
or other similar o*ganizations; as offi- 
cer of a political ciub as member or 
officer or any of its committees, ad- 
dressing such e club o* being active 
in its organization; service in prepar- 
ing for, organizing or conducting a po- 
litical meeting or ra:ly, addressing such 
a meeting or taking any other active 
part therein excen* 1s a.spectator. 

Giving public exression to political 
views is forbidden as wel: as engaging 
in political discussions or conferences 
while on duty or ip public places; can- 
vassing a district or soliciting politica] 
support for any party faction, candi- 
date or measure: offensive activity at 
the polls, at orimary or regular elec- 
tions, soliciting votes. assisting voters 
to mark ballots or in getting out the 
voters on registration or election days. 

They must not act as _ recorder, 
checker, watcher o1 challenger of any 
party or faction; assist in counting 
the vote or engag® in any other activ- 
ity at the polls except marking and de- 
positing their own ballots. 

They can not serve in any position of 
election officer, or publish or be con- 
nected editorially, managerially, or 
financially with any political news- 
paper and write for publication or 
publish any letter or article, signed or 
unsigned, in favor of or against any 
political party, candidate, faction, or 
measure; candidacy for nomination or 
election to or holding local office, dis- 
tribution of campaign literature, badges 
or buttons, or wearing such badge or 
button while on duty; distributing or 
displaying campaign “stickers” or signs 
on *utomobiles are forbidden. Other 
offenses are circulating but not signing 


tive and referendum, recall and nomina- 
tion petitions), and general political 
leadership or becoming prominently 
identified with any political movement, 
party, or faction, or with the success 
or failure of any candidate for election 
to public office. 

“Restrictions against political activity 
impose no hardship,” commission offi- 
clals said. “They leave employes free 
to vote, think and speak privately as 
they choose, but they prevent them 
while in the service of the whole public 
from turning official positions to the 
benefit of one of the parties into which 
the whole public is divided or from be- 
coming in any manner perniciously 
active in politics.”

ing. 

The finding of a loaded .32 caliber 
revolver near the spot where Smith fell 
dead, was an important feature of the 
testimony presented to the jury. 

Spaulding had been suspended from 
duty, and held at his own station, unt}! 
the inquest took place He dropped 
Smith after firing a warning shot, and 
calling several times to the man to halt, 
he said. The policeman also said he 
had been trailing Smith from near 
Queen Chapel road, at 55 miles an hour 

After several unsuccessful attempts 
to drive the car into the policeman’s 
motorcycle, Smith abondoned the car 
and took to his heels, Spaulding testi- 
fied. He said he trailed him into the 
Training School grounds where he fired, 
when Smith made a motion as if to 


'draw a gun.

The weapon found near the scene of 


'Smith’s death was not discovered until 


three hours after the shooting, the time 
of which was placed at 1 a.m. Lying 
about 3 feet from the spot where Smitn 
fell, the gun was picked up by”Police- 
man O. K. Stanton, of the Twelfth 
Precinct. Spaulding was restored to 
duty.

His investigation 
was begun at the direction of District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover, following com- 
plaint by E. A. Rickert that he had 
been attacked by prohibition unit 
agents and policemen while watching 
a raid. 

Orcutt is maintaining strict silence 
regarding his investigations, but it is 
known that he interyiewed eight wit- 
nesses yesterday in connection with the 
charges of Rickert. Orcutt, who prose- 
cuted the Le Paradis Cafe injunction 
case, is believed to be thoroughly 
femiliar with the prohibition situation 
in Washington and District Attorney 
Rover declares that he has full con- 
fidence in the ability of Mr. Orcutt to 
determine the merits of the charges. 

The Rickert case eventually will lead 
into a thorough study of the prohibi- 
tion enforcement methods in this city 
There have been a number of com- 
plaints recently that police and prohi- 
bition raiding squads have maliciously 
damaged property even in establish- 
ments where they found no evidence 
to sustain charges. 

In the case of the oyster house where 
Rickert alleges he was beaten, it is 
charged that the raiders broke up the 
cash register, an electric fan and other 
equipment that could not be con- 
strued as connected exclusively with 
the illegal manufacture and sale of 
intoxicants. 

Mr. Orcutt has said that he will not 
reveal any of the details of the inves- 
tigation until it is completed, when he 
will report to the district attorney. 
That he will be most thorough in his 
researches is shown by his painstaking 
application to the Le Paradis injunc- 
tion suit, which he won against some 
of the most REominent lawyers in 
Washington.

good park manners as to enhance the 
beauty and usefulness of the public 
reservations to the majority of users 
and to materially reduce the cost of 
maintenance to the taxpayers.” 

One of the strategic moves which 
the colonel will make against existing 
park conditions is to adopt the honor 
system. This will be resorted to, not 
because the colonel doubts the efficacy 
of his brags-buttoned police, but be- 
cause if the system is followed it will 


relieve them of some work in order 
that they may concentrate upon the 


‘more stubborn violators of “public de- 


cency.” 

For this system*the colonel has nine 
pledges which he would like the park 
patrons to sign. They touch upon 
such things as fire prevention, grass 
littering, flower picking, observation of 
regulations regarding dogs, horseback 
riding and motor traffic. 

But the real nub of the matter comes 
in the colonel’s last. pledge, which 
reads, “I will refrain from any action, 
posture or public display of amorous- 
ness that might be offensive to others 
or could set a bad example to the chil- 
dren for whose benefit the parks are 
most especially needed.” 

Col, Grant apparently has been keep- 
ing close tab on the situation, for he 
finds that during the last five years 
“spooning, petting and necking, have 
become noticeably prevalent” in the 

arks. He further displays a complete 
appreciation of the situation by declar- 
ing that “while in the initial stages 
they may be harmless enough and per- 
haps afford a relatively innocuous safe~- 
ty valve for natural instincts, experi- 
ence shows they only too often lead to 

ghly improper conduct, and to gross 
violations of public decency.” 

All this comes about, the colonel be-
